DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's amendment, filed 10/04/2004, has been entered. 
Claims 1-12 have been canceled. 

Claims 13-26 have been added. 

Claims 13-26 are pending. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

A) treating a tumor or 

B) treating an infectious agent. 

These treatments involve different ingredients, process steps and therapeutic 
endpoints and involving conditions or disease that involved different etiologies and 
endpoints. 

The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

A) Treating a tumor reads on claims 13-25. 

B) Treating an infectious agent reads on claims 13-21 and 26. 

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of the claimed invention is considered to be based upon 
administering agonistic anti-CD40 antibodies to boost immune responses to antigens of 
interest. 

Methods of stimulating immune responses comprising administering agonistic anti- 
CD40 antibodies in order to treat infected individuals with pathogenic or opportunistic 
organisms are taught by Alderson et al. (WO 96/26735) (see entire document, including 
Summary of the Invention, Detailed Description of the Invention and Claims). 

Therefore, the instant claims do not provide a technical feature that is distinguished 
over the prior art, as evidenced by Alderson et al. (WO 96/26735). 
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4. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all 
the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are 
added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected 
species.

5. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed.
